NYT FRAA NORGE 

Brev til Hyrden fra K. Ervick, 
Millet, Alta. 

Endelig fekk eg høyra ifraa Nor¬ 
ge. Det var svert kjerkome aa faa 
fretta kor forholdi er, direkte fraa 
personer som har oplevet “invand- 
ringen,” og som har opholdt seg saa 
lenge som mulig under “Den Nye 
Orden” av de tyske Nazis. 

Et søskendebarn av meg, ei jente 
i tyveaarsalderen, som nylig flyk¬ 
tet fraa Norge, skriver ifraa Eng¬ 
land om litt av sine oplevelser. Eg 
tenkte at det kunde interesere en 
del av Hyrdens familie aa hoyre om 
en slik flugt, og litt om forholdene 
som er grunnen til at folk reiser ut 
derifra, og trodser storm og allslags 
fare. Brevet er ikkje censorert, og 
eg vil gjeva forskjellige setninger 
som dei er skrevet. Navn og datoer 
vedholdes av forsiktighetshensyn. 

“Jeg reiste fra Norge — og kom 
til — paa Shetlandsoerne tre dager 
etterpaa, i en liten fiskebaat med 
gale compass og ingen som kunde 
navigere. Det viste ikke vi jentene 
om før vi var vel fremme. Vi var 
seks jenter, derav tre fruer, og tret¬ 
ten mann og to barn. Vi hadde ma-' 
skin skade fem ganger. 

“Du kan tro det var spennende om 
der skulde komme tyske fly eller 
baater; men heldigvis saa slapp vi 
da det. Men en annen baat som kom 
inn samtidig med oss, en Bergens- 
baat, den var igjennemhullet av ma- 
skingeverkuler. Vi saag otte driv- 
miner mens vi laag og drev. Her 
kommer ner sagt hundredevis av 
norske hver dag. De frykter for mo¬ 
bilisering hjemme. 

“Det var fryktelig hjemme nu, li¬ 
te mat og altmulig. Men vi hadde 
det forholdsvis godt, mot mange, 
mange andre. Ja, nokk om det. 

“Jeg var paa besok hos en venin- 
de daa jeg fikk sjangsen til aa kom¬ 
me meg avgaarde.” 

Etter tre dagers ophold i Shet- 
landsøeme reiste dei so Vidare ! “5 
eit fryktelig ver,” og havnet et sted 
i Skotland. Etter et par dagers op¬ 
hold i to forskjellige byer der, reiste 
dei til London. Brevet lyder vidare: 

“Der var vi i tre uker. Det var en 
oplevelse kann du tro, iser naar vi 
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Spørsmaal: Du nevnte i sidste 
nummer noe om at den tro der tar 
sin tilflukt til Gud er en frelsende 
tro, selv om man ikke har faat den 
fulde vishet i sin salighetssak. Gaar 
det an at slaa sig til ro med, at man 
ikke har vishet? 

* * * 

Svar: Den ærlige sjel har det altid 
som sit store maal at opnaa vishet 
og at faa beholde denne vishet til sin 
sidste stund. Den som trøster sig 
med at ingen kan opnaa noen vis- 
hed er uærlig og har ingen tro, der 
tar sin tilflukt til Kristus. 

Jeg vil gjenta, at naar en bekym¬ 
ret sjel gaar til Gud og klager sin 
nød og legger frem sit liv og ikke 
vil undskylde sin synd, men tilstaar 
alt som samvittigheten minder om 
og ber som tolderen: Gud vær mig 
synd.er naadig, da er det den tro som 
der sies det om: Tro paa den Herre 
Jesus Kristus, saa skal du bli frelst. 
Det er Guds aands verk, at en sjel i 
sin nød søker hen til ham, og der 
staar, at den som har begyndt den 
gode gjerning vil fuldføre den til 
Jesu Kristi dag. 

Det vanskelige med denne tro er, 
at den ikke altid med en gang fører 
med sig glede og fred. En bekymret 
sjel venter paa at al uro skal for- 
svinde og hjertet skal fyldes med en 
salig fred, og da skal der ikke len¬ 
ger være noen tvil om at man er 
frelst. 

Den sjel der har kommet til Gud 
i sin nød, som vi før har nevnt, 
staar retfærdig for Gud, ti Gud 
handler med denne sjel i det samme 
øieblik som den kommer til ham. 
Han sletter alt ut av sin bok og han 
anser denne sjel som om den aldrig 
hadde syndet. Denne handling gaar 
for sig hos Gud og gaar foran for 
gleden og freden. Jesus sier at Guds 
rike ikke bestaar i mat og drikke, 
men retfærdighet, glede og fred. 

Da røveren vendte sig til Jesus i 
sin nød blev hans synd utslettet og 
han stod retfærdig for Gud, men det 
var da Jesus sa: Idag skal du være 
med mig i Paradis, at han fik vis¬ 
het. Det var altsaa et ord fra Jesus 
der gav ham denne vishet. Synde- 
rinden ved Jesu føtter fik ogsaa et 
saadant ord: Dine synder er dig for- 
ladte og din tro har frelst dig, gaa 
bort i fred. Luk. 7, 48 flg. 

Det eneste der kan gi frelsesvishet 
er et ord fra Gud, enten det kom¬ 
mer direkte fra bibelen eller gjen- 
nem forkyndelsen eller paa noen an¬ 
den maate. ^ 

Hvad kan grunden være til at vis- 
heten ikke kommer med det samme 
vi tar vor tilflukt til Gud og legger 
frem vor nød for ham og ber om at 
han maa forbarme sig og utslette 
synden for Kristi skyld ? 

Saken er den, at vor samvittighet 
kan holde paa at fordømme os. Den 
minder om den ene synd efter den 
anden, og den overbeviser om at det 
er bare synd i hjertet og alt ser saa 
haapløst ut. Alt dette som samvittig¬ 
heten minder om er en saadan sjel 
villig at bekjende og skjuler det ik¬ 
ke. Slik kan en sjel holde paa og 
klage sin nød fordi samvittigheten 
ikke vil tie, men bare anklage. 

Alt er ordnet hos Gud. For ham 
staar denne sjel retfærdig. Der er 
glede i himlen at en synder er om¬ 
vendt til Gud, men fremdeles kan 
denne sjel krympe sig under sam¬ 
vittighetens dom. Det er noe der nu 
maa foregaa i samvittigheten og det 
er at den maa bli overbevist om at 
alt er allerede ordnet hos Gud. Den 
straf som samvittigheten krever 
maa samvittigheten faa se vyrf^agt 
paa Jesus. Det er Guds aand der ale¬ 
ne kan forklare dette for samvittig¬ 
heten. Det er paa denne maate at 
en sjel faar vishet og det er da at 
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bodde paa byens flotteste hotell, og 
blev opvartet baade sent og tidleg. 
som om vi skulde vere millionerer. 
Enda det var paa hundredevis før 
oss, faar alle samme behandling. Vi 
kunde ikke gaa paa en buss eller 
trikk i de strøkene vi ferdes uten 
der sat en Nordmann. Alle gaar med 
et lite norsk flagg, skjønner du, i 
j akkeopslaget. 

“I London en dag, jeg var havnet 
i en sver forretning og viste ikke 
hverken ut eller inn, saa var det en 
mann som kom og spurte om jeg 
ikke var fra —, og saa hadde vi vore 
i et bryllup en gang! En anden dag 
jeg hadde gaat mig vill var det 
plutselig en som slo mig paa skuld- 
ren og sa, “Sandelig er det ikke 
E—?” Det viste sig at vere to skole- 
kammerater av mig som er flyvere. 
Ja, verden er ikke stor, det skal vere 
visst.” 

Det er tydelig at tilverelsen i Nor¬ 
ge er nerpaa uutholdelig. Det er 
nokre ting eg vil nevne i dette høve. 
Hun som skrev dette brev har en be¬ 
dende mor og far, og derfor kunde 
hun nevne: “men vi hadde det for¬ 
holdsvis godt.” Derfor og slik heldig 
reise igjenom de mange farer. Gud 
er den samme idag som paa profe- 
ternes tid. Is. 49:10; Ps. 146:5-7. 

Det er nok mange som sett ut fraa 
Norges kyster som havner i “den 
vaate grav.” De vil heller det enn aa 
gi op sin tro og barnelærdom, og sit 
haap om fridom. Som vi veit og for- 
staar, er det mange som har kommet 
seg heldigt ut til et annet land; men 
vi burde vere opmerksome paa at det 
er til et fremmed land, med et annet 
sprog, fremmede folk og forhold, og 
kanskje ingen neringsvei. Det sisste 
er nok ikkje det lettaste for folk som 
er vande aa vera sjølvhjelpne. 

Lat oss ikkje yera iblandt dei i 
folkemengden som syner sin sympa¬ 
ti berre med ord. Vi bør opholde vaart 
folk i bønn, og med vore midler. Skal 
midler naa til alle, maa vi lære aa 
gi som gutten i Joh. 6:9. Han gav 
sine “midler” til disciplene, som igjen 
gav dem til Jesus. Kun ved Jesu 
velsignelse vil vaare gaver naa til 
den enkelte av de mange tusen nød¬ 
lidende av idag.

Litt om prestebetjeiningen 

Her i strøket hvor jeg bor har vi 
paa en strekning av omkring 30 mil 
6 menigheter eller prekepladser. Tre 
av disse tilhører den Norsk Luther¬ 
ske Kirke, og tre den Lutherske Fri¬ 
kirke. Alle disse kunde let nok betje¬ 
nes av en og samme prest, men der 
har nu i snart 40 aar vært 2. Begge 
har for en stor del blit støttet og 
opholdt av indremissionskasserne. 

Slikt sløseri med missionspenge er 
uforsvarligt. Jeg blev frelst iblandt 
frikirkefolk i Syd Dakota. Og da jeg 
kom til Kanada saa var jeg en av de 
ledende i at faa organisert en frime- 
nighet, ti jeg trodde dengang at det 
var bare døden i den Forenede Kirke. 
Men efter at ha levet paa nært hold 
med disse forenede kirkefolk i man¬ 
ge aar, saa fik jeg tilsidst mine øine 
op for at det var like meget baade 
liv og frihet i kirkelig lære og prak¬ 
sis i den Forenede Kirke, eller stor- 
samfurdet som den nu ogsaa ofte 
kaldes. Og efter at ha tenkt nøie o- 
ver saken i lengere tid, saa forlot 
jeg min egen forsamling i Frikirken 
og slog med storsamfundsfolkene. En 
praktisk grund til det var at veien 
til kirken jeg nu tilhører er baade 
kortere og lettere end til frikirkens 
gudshus. 

Folket her har forsøkt et par gan¬ 
ge at bli enig om at kalde felles prest, 
men der har altid vært nok bakstre- 
vere til at gjøre slikt umulig. 

Nu har jeg talt med flere av fol¬ 
kene paa begge sider, og har fundet 
at mange gaar med inderlig lengsel 
efter at det maatte bli fellesskap om 
prest. 

Om bare indremissionsbestyrelsen 
vilde gjøre saa vel at nekte nogen 
understøttelse, saa tror jeg at nø¬ 
den vilde hjelpe os til at komme sam¬ 
men. Saa lenge folkene selv lønner 
sin prest kan det enda gaa sin skjæ- 
ve gang, men at sløse med missions¬ 
penge paa denne maaten er uretfer- 
dig. Vi har alle ansvar for hvorledes 
indremissionsmidlerne blir brukt. 

Nogen av prekepladserne her vilde 
falde bort om det blev felles prest. 
Men hvad det angaar kan presten 
like let preke for to dusin mennes¬ 
ker som for en. Menigheterne er 
smaa, og lit sammenslutning vilde 
ikke vere avveien, især der hvor av- 
standsforholdene tillater det.

Vi har været vant med at tale om, 
at det var i det øieblik at vi fik gle¬ 
de og fred, at vi blev omvendte, og 
det kan være ret fra vor side, men 
omvendelsen blev forkyndt i him- 
len, da vi som den forlorne søn kom 
hjem og bekjendte alt og la hele vor 
syndeskyld frem for Gud. Hjertet 
kan fordømme selv om Gud har for- 
ladt alt. Johannes sier i sit første 
brev kap. 3, 20: Ti om end vort 
hjerte fordømmer os, saa er Gud 
større end vort hjerte og kjender 
alle ting. Det gaar altsaa an at staa 
i naade hos Gud om hjertet fordøm¬ 
mer, men man maa ikke slaa sig til 
ro med dette.

Missionary Anderson Writes 
from China 


Haishan, Hupeh, China, 
August 7th, 1941. 

Dear friends in Christ: 

This is a letter of appreciation and 
thanks to you young friends who 
recently sent me personal greetings 
and messages. Imagine my aston- 
ishment and joy when one day late 
in May I received a big, bulky letter 
and found within thirty-two separate 
greetings from as many students at 
the SLBI. Some of you I have met 
and still remember; others I have not 
met. But I can assure you I was 
happy to hear from you all, and was 
blessed and cheered by the messages 
you sent. I am glad to know from 
your own testimony that you love 
the Lord and love His Word. And 
that your love for both has led you 
to the Bible School. I am glad that 
the Lord is opening to you the Scrip- 
tures, thus enriching your spiritual 
lives, and fitting you for service in 
His Kingdom. I dare to believe that 
He is preparing some of you for ser¬ 
vice on a foreign mission field. In 
the meanwh ile I know you will all 
seek every opportunity to inform 
yourselves concerning this great 
work. And that you will not neglect 
the important ministry of interceding 
for all those who sow and reap, and 
gather in the sheaves in the far cor- 
ners of His vineyard. 

Mission work in China these last 
years has been difficult and even 
dangerous. Not because of opposition 
on the part of the people among whom 
we work, but because of war condi- 
tions. Yet it must be said that in 
some places, and among certain 
classes and conditions of people the 
war has brought about marked re- 
ceptivity to the Gospel message. 
Especially is that true of the injured 
and wounded who throng our mission 
hospitals. Under the care of Chris¬ 
tian doctors and nurses, and under 
the influence of the Word for a 
shorter or longer period, many of the 
patients find Jesus as their Savior. 
Among these converts are not a few 
army officers, some of them high 
officers. It is truly heart-warming 
to see their boldness in the Lord. In 
spite of the taunts of fellow-officers 
they openly read their Bibles or New 
Testaments and confess Christ. Being 
intelligent and educated men, once 
the Spirit begins to move in their 
hearts and create a hunger for the 
Word, it isn’t long till they grasp 
the essential truths of salvation. 

Some of these officers find Christ 
apart from hospitals, through direct 
preaching or reading of the Word. 
Not long ago an officer was stationed 
near one of our village chapels. There 
for the first time he heard the Gos¬ 
pel, and after personal contacts and 
conversations with the evangelist 
became a serious inquirer. It was 
not long before he confessed Christ 
as his Savior, and by his changed life 
proved that his confession was real. 
Unfortunately he got sudden orders

to proceed to the front, and there 
was no opportunity to baptize him. 

Among the students in our schools, 
too, both heathen and Christian, there 
is hunger for the living Word. In 
our Middle School at Fancheng where 
the majority of students are heathen, 
during recent meetings held there, 
serious interest and a seeking spirit 
was manifested. Special sessions 
were announced for Christians and 
those who wanted to become such. 
About sixty students came of whom 
at least forty were non-Christians. 
At the close of our last service, there 
being no opportunity to deal with 
them individually, all who had de- 
finitely decided to accept Christ were 
asked to raise their hands. Twenty- 
five responded. Catechetical instruc- 
tion is being given to prepare these 
and others for Baptism. 

In times of war the temptations 
which meet our young Chinese 
Christians are intensified and multi- 
plied. Away from home, scattered 
far and wide, some in goverment 
scools, others in factories, still others 
in civil or military service, where all 
thatis worst in heathendom rises to 
the surface; cut off from church and 
Sunday worship and the fellowship 
of believers—how hard it is for them 
to hold fast to the faith and to keep 
themselves unspotted from the world. 
And when many of them falter and 
fall, who dares to east a stone at 
them? 

Young people in the homeland, 
pray for them that their faith fail 
not. Or pray for them even though 
they have denied their Lord, that 
they may turn again, and like Peter 
of old live to strengthen their breth- 
ren. 

This is a greeting to you and all 
your fellow-students at the SLBI. 
And a greeting to your staff as well. 
I thank God for your Bible School, 
and pray that under God’s guidance 
it may prosper and grow, and spread 
its influence far and wide through 
those who go forth from it to preach 
and teach and live the Word. 

Pray for our two Bible schools in 
China, the one in Fancheng and the 
other in Chengyang, for their staffs 
and students. Pray also for our 
Seminary to which institution I have 
just been called and stand in sore 
need of your prayers. 

I close with a greeting from God‘s 
Word in which not only the SLBI is 
ineluded but also Camrose College, 
the CLBI, and the Seminary at Sas¬ 
katoon. I shall remember to pray 
for you all. And what better prayer 
than that of II Thes. 1: 11, 12.

To be understood. 

To have his questions answered 
thoughtfully and his energies di- 
rected so that he is kept busy and 
happy. 

To be taught to help himself as 
early as possible and then to help 
others. 

To learn to enjoy taking part in 
the family devotions. 

To be brought to church Services 
and to visit in Sunday school so that 
it may not be a strange place when 
he is old enough to attend regular- 
ly. 

To be taught by stories, pictures, 
books and music that his earthly 
home is to prepare him for the per- 
fect Home in heaven. 


On Going to Church 


In these days of outside interests 
church-going seems to be a minor 
activity of many persons. 

“I can worship God as well in the 
woods as in the church,” says one. 
“There are a lot of hypocrites in the 
church anyway, and I don’t care to 
attend,” says another. “Sunday 
morning is the only time I have to 
‘sleep in’,” is a frequent excuse. “I 
like spend the day with my family,” 
one man will tell you. 

No one has the honesty to come 
straight out and say that he thinks 
church-going is a bore, is too much 
trouble, or is unnecessary. 

But let’s take these excuses as 
they are listed. 

It is true any person can worship 
God in the woods and fields as well 
as in church, but does he? The man 
or woman who goes out automobile 
riding, with a basket-dinner, who 
takes his or her family, or takes just 
one other person, or even goes alone 
—does he or she give apy thought 
to the majesty of God when going 
through woods and fields ? Does the 
father of the group take his Bible 
and read a chapter, say a prayer, 
and give a little religious talk to his 
family? Or does any one? He 
may give a fleeting expression to the 
beauty of the scenery—maybe. But 
that is all, as a rule. 

Second, if there are a lot of hyp¬ 
ocrites in the church, there is more 
need for the attendance of an honest 
parishioner. 

People say that about politics. 
“Politics is rotten, and so I won’t 
vote” is the cry. But it never will 
get any better if all the decent people 
feel the same way. 

If the housewife would look around 
in the spring and say, “This house is 
dirty; there is no use trying to clean 
it,” there would be general discom- 
fort. 

Sunday morning may be the only 
time you have to sleep, and it is a 
grateful feeling to be able to throttle 
the alarm clock once a week. But 
there is Sunday evening, and there 
is the week-day service. 

But, more than all these arguments 
is the simple statement of Christ, 
“For where two or three are gathered 
together in My name, there am I in 
the midst of them.” 

Surely it is worth while to go to 
church to have this wonderful prom- 
ise fulfilled. 

Radio sermons are for shut-ins, 
cripples, the sick the aged. If you 
were a real shut-in, you would pray 
God for enough strength and ability 
to attend church. —Selected. 
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“Lord Jehovah! behold, thou hast made 
tite heavens and * the earth by thy great 
power and by thine outstretched arm; there 
is nothing too hard for thee, who showest 
lovingkindness unto thousands, and recom- 
pensest the iniquity of the fathers into the 
bosom of their children after them; the 
gr eat,, the mighty God, Jehovah of hosts is 
his name; great in counsel, and mighty in 
work; whose eyes are open upon all the 
ways of the sons of men, to give every 
one according to the fruit o) his doings.”

Guest Speaker at S.L.B.I. 

We at S.L.B.I. have been privileg- 
ed for the past week (Noveipber 17 
- 23) to have with us Pastor Lprseth 
of Birch Hills. It was the prayer if 
each one of us that God would bless 
him and his messages to our hearts 
might be receptive to what God wan 
ted to say to us through him. That 
prayer was answered. 

On Monday evening Rev. Lerseth 
spoke on “Faith, as characterized in 
the person of Abraham.” He pointed 
out how Abraham went as God com- 
manded, without asking for any ex- 
planations. We so often question 
God as to “why?”, before we obey. 
Abraham showed his faith in that 
he was obedient to God. Do we ex¬ 
press our faith in obedience? 

Tuesday evening he spoke on 
“Carnal believers as characterized 
in the person of Lot.” Lotls two out- 
standing weaknesses were: (1) he 
had a desire for good days, comfort, 
luxury, and living in ease; (2) utter 
lack of will-power to make a decision 
and act on it. His carnal-mindedness 
first showed up when he selfishly 
chose that part of Abraham’s land 
that looked most pleasing to the eye. 
In this part of the country there 
was ungodly Sodom. Lot was vexed 
with these people (2 Pet. 2:7,8), but 
remained because he thought he 
would get rich materially. It Is 
dangerous to play around with sin. 
We so often ask, “Can I do this or 
that and be a Christian?”; let us 
rather ask, “What can I do to live 
closer to God?” 

Wednesday evening the message 
concerned “The pure in heart as 
characterized in the person of Jos¬ 
eph.” Joseph’s life stands as a silent 
testimony of one who is pure in 
heart. Much speaking doesn’t al- 
ways prove the heart is right. Our 
daily lives must be a testimony to 
that fact. Joseph was hated and des- 
pised by his brethren, yet through 
his God-fearing life he became their 
savior. In order that we may have 
pure hearts we must first of all be 
children of God, nossessing the for¬ 
giveness of sins. In order to be kept 
pure we must use the secret 
strength — the Word of God, which 
alone can counteract evil thoughts, 
words and deeds. 

The Thursday evening message 
centered about “Prayer as charac¬ 
terized in the person of Moses.” No 
one has ever spoken face to face 
with God as Moses did. He was es- 
pecially a leader in prayer, interced- 
ing for his people. Generally we as 
Christians are not devoted to prayer 
Because prayer is the breath of a 
Christian, through lack of it we are, 
gasping in our spiritual life. God 
spent 40 years in humbling Moses, 
when he submitted. He began to use 
him. As Moses stood face to face 
with a stiff-necked people he learn- 
ed to be patient and persevering in 
prayer. Perhaps the reason for so 
many unsaved souls today is that 
we are not praying earnestly enough 
for them. We can bring souls before 
the gates of heaven in prayer, but 
God alone can bring them through. 

Friday evening, Pastor Lerserth 
snoke on “Boldness in witnessing as 
characterized in the person of Paul.’ 
Christ declares in Acts 1: 8, “Ye 
shall be my witnesses.” The motiva- 
ting force in our witnessing will be 
the love of God constraining os. 
God wants us all to witness for Him 
first of all just where we are. Wit¬ 
nessing to be effective must be Bib- 
lical. Let us not be ashamed. of Him 
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whose Word is the source for our 
witnessing (Rom.l: 16). A true wit¬ 
ness must expect to suffer for Christ 
sake. Are we willing to become a 
martyr? “We are going to witness 
before the Lamb in heaven; we had 
better get busy hei'e on earth, so 
that we know a little about it when 
v/e get to heaven”, was the speaker’s 
closing challenge. 

Saturday morning we heard about 
wavenng Peter, and how patient Je¬ 
sus with him. As we look back in 
our lives we see how patient and 
long-suffering Christ has been with 
us, too. 

. Sunday morning in the commun- 
lon service Pastor Lerseth brought 
us a message on “Spiritual anxiety 
as characterized in the person of Da¬ 
vid. In Ps. 32 David reveals that 
he had sunk into the depths of des- 
pair, brought there because of his 
own sins. When we are troubled, let 
us remember that Christ has gone 
through the depths of despair for 
us. He would teach us through trials 
to call upon Him and acknowledge 
our . sins, that we may know with 
David the blessed assurance that 
our sins are forgiven. 

Sunday evening our speaker he'd 
up to us our Savior and Perfect Ex- 
ample — Jesus Christ. He challenged 
us to grow day by day in Him, and 
to have our lives hid with Him in 
God. He contrasted our hesitancy to 
make small sacrifices for His sake 
with His glad sacrifice of His eter- 
nal glory to save us from eternal 
hell. It is the business of us who 
know Him to make Christ known to 
this) sin-sick world, that others also 
might know the joy of His fellow¬ 
ship and service.
